To His Excellency Murphy J. Foster, Governor of Louisiana: 

Sir :—I have the honor to submit,.in accordance with Section 1558 
of the Revised Statutes, a report of the transactions of this department 
from May 1, 1898, to April 30, 1900. 

Herein will be found tabulated statements of the registered voters 
2rom January 1, 1899, to March 17, 1900. 

Statement of the votes cast at the Congressional election and Rail- 
road Commissioner’s election held November 8, 1898. 

Statement of the votes cast at the Congressional election held 


on August 29, 1899 (Fifth Congressional District). 


Statement of votes cast at the Parochial election held in the City of 
New Orleans, November 7, 1899, and “for” and ‘‘against’’ the Proposed 
Amendment. 

Requisitions to the number of fifty have been issued upon Gover- 
nor’s of other States for the surrender of fugitives from this State. 

Extradition Warrants to the number of fifty-five have been issued for 
the arrest and surrender of fugitives from other States who have taken 
refuge in this State. 

Proclamations offering rewards for the arrest and conviction of 
persons who are charged with crimes and offenses and are fugitives 
from justice have been issued to the number of eighteen. 

Pardons and commutations of sentences have been issued to the 
number of twenty-three. 

Death warrants have heen signed and issued for the execution of 
persons convicted of crimes and sentenced to suffer the death penal- 
ty to the number of twenty-four. 

THE PROPOSED AMENDMENT—‘‘The City of New Orleans Public 
Improvement Amendment,’’? adopted at the Extra Session of the 
General Assembly held in August 1899, was duly promulgated, as re- 
quired by the Constitutional provision and the table of votes cast ‘*For’’ 


and ‘‘Against’’ the same. 
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Act 136 oF 1898. 

Since the passage of Act No. 136 of 1898, the ‘‘Uniform Town 
Charter Act’’ twenty-five towns and villages have taken advantage of 
the provisions of said Act. The Act should be amended so as to pro- 
vide for the incorporation of new towns of 1000 inhabitants and over. 
It provides for the incorporation of unincorporated villages and towns 
already incorporated, but not unincorporated towns. In _ other 
respects the the Act has given general satisfaction and all unincorpora- 
ted towns and yillages that have not taken advantage of its provisions 
should be urged to do so. 


ELECTION LAW. 


I recommend the following amendments to Act 152 of 1898, known 
as the Election Law: 

Under Sections 37, 38 and 39 of Act 152 of 1898, un arbitrary discre- 
tion is left to the police juries in the country parishes to establish the 
divisions and election precincts, and no provision is made as to the 
number of voters which each precinct should include; whereas, in 
Section 40 of the same Act, the City Government of New Orleans is 
required to so apportion the precincts of the city ‘‘as to contain not 
more than 400 voters as nearly as practicable as shown in the next 
preceding registration.”’ This differentiation between the city 
and country parishes, has led to the result that in many of the latter 
the precincts are so established that in some, the number of voters 
included is so great that granting the time allowed by the statute for 
the voter to prepare his ballot, three minutes, it could be easily render- 
ed impossible for all the voters to desposit ballots within the hours fixed 
for the election, and thus either party, by crowding the poll with its 
adherents at the opening of the election, could prevent a large portion 
of the opposition from depositing its ballots. In other precincts, 
the number of voters included is far below that which should be prop- 
erly apportioned. I can see no good ground for applying a rule in 
the country different from that in the city. I would therefore recom- 
mend that these sections relating to the country precincts, be so 
amended as to conform to the rule laid down for New Orleans. 

In Section 47, it is provided that the term ‘‘State Election”’ as used 
in this Act, shall apply to any election held for the choice of a National, 
State, District or parish office, whether for a full term or for the filling 
of a vacancy; and the term ‘State officer’? shall apply to any person to 
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be chosen by the qualified electors at such election. This definition is 
so broad that it includes every election of any officer, other than those 
termed City Officers, under the designation of ‘‘State Elections’’ and 
State Officers. In Section 49 of the same Act, in making provision for 
nomination certificates, the words ‘‘general election’? are used, thus 
seeming to make a distinction between a ‘‘State’’ and a ‘‘general”’ elec- 
tion. And later on, in Section 53, the language is again varied by requir- 
ing ‘‘ten per centum of the entire vote cast in the district at the pre- 
ceding State election.’’ This apparent discrepancy leads to a certain 
amount of confusion which should be obviated by an amendment mak- 
ing the matter perfectly clear and beyond mistake. 


In Section 49, the percentage of voters required for a certificate of 
nomination is fixed ‘‘at 20 per cent of the entire vote cast in the elec- 
tion district for which said convention is held.’’ Ia my opinion, the 
per centage required is too large, and should be reduced to ten per 
eentum. 

It is readily conceivable and possible, that where there may be 
three or more parties in a district, and elections are determined by plu- 
ralities, as in this State, the unsuccessful candidates, while each in a 
minority, their combined vote might amount to a majority and yet 
no one of them have twenty per cent of the entire vote cast. ‘This 
would have the effect to deprive the minority parties of nomination cer- 
tificates. 

I would also suggest that Section 51 be so amended that the Regis- 
trar of voters should certify to-fifty per cent more names of registered 
yoters on applications for nomination papers than are required by law, 
in order that.if any names on the hst be found disqualified, the number 
should not fall below that required by law, and that he should keep 
copies of the papers certified to by him, in order to prevent additions 
fraud or manipulation of the originals after certification by the Regis- 
trar and before filing with the Secretary of State. 

I would further recommend an additional proviso to this section, 
to the effect that after a registered voter has once affixed his signature 
to a list, he should not be allowed to withdraw therefrom. I regard 
this as essential in order to prevent chicanery. 

‘ Under Section 54, the time fixed for filing applications for certifi- 
cates of election is, in my opinion, too close to the day of election, and 


the interval does not allow sufficient time within which to print and dis- 
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tribute the tickets and election supplies. I would therefore recommend 
that applications for certificates of nominations should be filed before 
5 o’clock P. M. on the fifth Tuesday before the election, und that those 
for nomination papers, on the fourth Tuesday before the election. As 
the law now stands, there are barely ten days within which the tickets 
have to be printed and the other election supplies prepared and dis- 
tributed. The lack of speedy transportation, in some instances to re- 
mote portions of the State, unlooked for accidents which may delay the 
work, combine to make the change recommended by me, imvortant. 
Otherwise, it might well happen that some portions of the State would 
be deprived of the means of holding an election according to law. 

I would recommend, also, that the same section be amended so as 
to allow ‘‘fifteen”’ instead of ‘‘ten days as now provided, for the filling 
of vacancies on certificates of nomination and nomination papers, the 
additional five days being necessary for notification of vacancy, assem- 
bling of committees to fill the same, with the notices required therefor. 


In Section 55, the time for passing on objections should be changed 
so’as to read ‘‘within twenty four hours after the last day and hour for 
filing of the application for certiticates of nomination and nomination 
papers,’’ for the same reason as I have jast given for the greater al- 
lowance of time for the preparation and distribution of election sup- 
plies, and to give additional time for appearance of parties interested 


and hearing of cause. 


In Section 63 of the Act, after the word ‘‘destroy’’ in the second 
line, there should. be added the words ‘‘add to or otherwise alter or 
tamper with’’ so as to cover that variety of fraud which might be at~ 
tempted. 

In the last clause of Section 64, I would recommend the insertion of 
‘‘ten per centum”’ for the reasons which I have already given in regard 


to a similar clause in another section. 


In Section 69, would recommend that in line 7, after the word 
‘‘type’’ there should be inserted the words ‘‘together with at least three 
(3) sample ballots to be nailed up in a prominent place outside of each 
polling booth, in the same manner as hereinafter provided for in Sec- 
tion 71 of this Act,’’ in order that thesvoters may be duly apprised and 
instructed as to the proper manner in which to prepare their ballots. 


And in Section 78, I would recommend that in the third line after 
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the word ‘‘instruction,’’ there be inserted ‘‘or sample ballot’ in order 
to prevent the destruction or defacement of the same. 

In so for as promulgation of nomination papers and certificates of 
nominations are concerned, I would recommend, that the law be 
amended so as to provide that only candidates for State, Electoral, and 
Congressional officers be promulgated in the State Official Journal. 
That nominations for Districts, Judicial or Senatorial, be made by the 
Registrar of Voters of the parish where the Convention. be held, and 
published in the Official Journals of and at the expense of the several 
parishes within the respective Districts. Nominations by signatures, in 
the Official Journals of the several parishes of the District, by the 
Registrar of Voters of the parish who certifies to the same and at the 
expense of the parishes in said District. Nominations for 
Parochial, Ward and Municipal officers by the Registrar of Voters of 
the parish within which said nominations are made, in the Official 
Journal of and at the expense of the parish. 

Section 1, relative to Municipal elections in towns of less than 2500 
inhabitants should be amended so as to clearly and definitely provide 
the manner in which such elections should be held, promulgation thereot 
made,and who is to bear the expense of printing of ballots and furnishing 
of the necessary election supplies. It is contended that the Act No. 152 
does not repeal the provisions of Act No. 137 of 1896 in so far as they 
relate to Municipal elections but only so far as they are in conflict with 
the former Act, and this confusion should be corrected. 

With these amendments adopted, I believe that our future elections 
will be rendered more secure from fraud, and that our people will re- 
tain their confidence in the integrity of our election methods and those 
who are called upon to administer them. 


Act 56 oF 1898. 


‘Act No. 59, requiring recordation of charters in this office has been 
compiled with by but few companies, there being no penalty clause to 
same, and the Act should be amended in that respect. Also by requir- 
ing the filing annually of a certificate under oath showing the location 
of its principal business office in this State, with town, street and num- 
ber and the kind of business engaged in; names of its officers, directors 
or managers, their residence etc., expiration of their respective 
terms of office and providing for the Cancellation of Articles of incor- 
porations for failure so to do. 
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All of my predecessors have time and again called attention to the 
filing of bonds of notaries in the country parishes in this office, in lieu 
of the Auditor’s office where they are now filed. This recommendation 
Trenew. They should also be required to stamp under their signatures 
the date of expiration of their commissions or bonds. 


STATE LIBRARY. 


We are still indebted to the Board of Administratiors of the Tulane 
Educational Fund for the location of the State Library in the rooms of 
the Tulane Hall on University Place, New Orleans. The quarters are 
small, dark, poorly ventilated and totally unsuited for the purpose of a 
library. While the zealous and persevering efforts of the Librarian has 
succeeded in making these rooms comfortable, and convenient as the 
circumstances permit, 1 must again call your attention to the fact that 
these quarters were tendered for the use of the library only temporarily, 
until the State could make other arrangements; the letter tendering us 
their use, so stated, and ‘reserved the right to sell or lease the property 
should the opportunity at any time present itself after October Ist, 1898. 
It is, therefore, urgent that some steps be taken at this time looking 
towards the permanent location of our State Library, as we cannot ex- 
pect the Tulane Administrators to forever hold these rooms at our 
— disposal. 

Public Libraries sustained by the State have always been admitted 
as a necessary adjunct to public education, and in nearly all European 
States, as well. as the United States, such institutions are -as faith- 
fully maintained as the public schools themselves, and liberal appro- 
priations are made for their support. 

Other Libraries supported by private bequests and donations, have 
been established and to a great extent supply the popular demand for 
the gratification and education of literary students in the branches of 
higher literature and readers of fiction, while in institutions supported 
by government it has been deemed important that the State should 
cater more to higher education of the masses, by affording the means 
of access to the great standard works of reference in the advanced 
branches of art and sciences. 

With the advance and progress of the world in these more exalted 
fields, literature has become more extended, and to keep abreast of 
the times, and afford our citizens the ready means and sources of ad- 


vanced knowledge, it should Le the duty of the State to furnish the 
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latest up-to-date literature*on these subjects. This can only be done by 
liberal appropriatious. The meagre appropriation for the purchasing 
and binding of books has proven entirely deficient for the needs and 
demands of this important feature of the Library. 

The new law publications are always sought for by the judiciary and 
bar the State Library, but with the present appropriation, the Library 
has not been able to keep up with the late books, and the small appro- 
priation was entirely consumed in binding and renovating valuable old 
books and archives that were allowed to deteriorate for want of the 
means to keep them in proper state of preservation. I would recom- 
mend that the arpropriation for this purpose be increased. 

With a proper building, suitably arranged, and affording facilities 
to our citizens to avail themselves of a library, such as is provided by 
our sister States, I am of the opinion that the State could furnish no 
better means of enlightment, higher education and advancement to the 
masses. 

The Librarian has been especially: diligent in effecting valuable 
exchanges with other States for our reports and publications, until we 
now have the shelves of our library stocked with the recent reports of 
State Departments and Institutions, and the law publications and Su- 
preme Court Reports of nearly every State in the Union, which are much 
in demand, and highly appreciated by the Judges of our Courts, the 
bar, law students and other patrons of our library. 


In the distribution of Annual Reports, we are unable to meet the 
demands with the number allowed the library in the last printer’s con- 
tract, 130. The actual number required for distribution to Courts of 
our State and officials entitled to copies under the law, and for ex- 
changes as shown in the Librarian’s report, is 140. I, therefore, would 
recommend that the number allowed the library for these purposes be 
increased to 150. The exchanges brought about with these reports is a 
good investment, for we are invariably furnished in return with vol- 
umes of the Court reports of every State. As evidence of the good 
policy of maintaining the system, we estimate that the books received 
annually in this way exceed in value the entire expense of maintenance 
of our library.

REPORT OF STATE LIBRARIAN. 


NEW OR.LEANS, April 30, 1900. 
‘To His Excellency, Murphy J. Foster, Governor, and the General 

Assembly of the State of Louisiana: 

(GGENTLEMEN—I have the honor to submit to you the following 
‘biennial report of the condition of the State Library: 

Since my last report, all the Congressional Documents have been 
rearranged according to the United States Check List, and all duplicates 
of same (eight large mail sacks) returned to the Government at Wash- 
ington, and I have received in exchange one hundred and eighty-five 
missing numbers. 

The Reports of the various States and Digests of same, also the 
Laws, Codes and Statutes have all been catalogued, but I have found it 
inexpedient to catalogue the whole Library, owing to the want of shelf 


‘space to arrange the books in their proper order. I have completed 
our set of Louisiana Annuals by exchange with individuals, but have 


not been successful in securing the missing Acts of our State for earlier 


years. The Reports of the various States are far from complete and I 


find a great many hard to secure. I have written to nearly all the 
State Librarians for these, but the only States able and willing to extend 


this courtesy were Maryland (16 Vols.) and Nevada (2 Vols.). 


I have had the Audubon books, ‘‘ The Birds of America,’’ re-bound, 
as they were in a very dilapidated condition, and the binder did the 
work very creditably. 

I beg to call your attention to the contract with the State Printer 
for furnishing the Annuals to the State this year, the number having 
been reduced from 250 to 130, being insufficient to meet the required 
exchanges and furnishing of the Judges, viz:
